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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claims 117, 129, 146, 163, 168, 173, and 179 have been amended to include the limitation of the first hook 
fastener strip being permanently and directly attached to the outer surface of the back waist portion. The limitation of the strip being directly 
attached to the outer surface of the back waist portion changes the scope of the claims and their dependent claims. Because the amended 
claims require further consideration, the amendment will not be entered.
